Police cou rt fines and forfeitu res 
collected du ring the fiscal year of 
1939-40, ending Ju ne 30, totaled 
$12,402.50, according to a report 
filed by the Chief of Police Jack 
L. Blakeney and released at th# 
city cou ncil meeting 
held this 
week. 
In addition to this amou nt, the 
police department was credited for 
the su pport of its operations with 
$1,964.38 from the State Board of 
Equ alization as its share of alloca­ 
tion of liqu or license revenu es, and 
with $1,449.73 for the city’s pro­ 
portionate share in revenu es from 
motor vetycle licenses. 
The total cost, of operating the 
police departm ent du ring the fiscal 
year was $22,055. Inclu ded in thid 
cost was salaries to all officers, 
inclu ding extra men employed du r­ 
ing su mmer 
months to handle 
week-end traffic loads, m ainte­ 
nance of equ ipment and a 24-hou r 
desk and radio service. 
Also 
charged to the police bu dget was 
the cost of feeding police cou rt 
prisoners, whether confined in the 
city bastile or the cou nty jail, and 
for fu rnishing meals to homeless 
men seeking shelter over night at 
the police station. 
With moneys thu s tu rned in to 
the city’s general fu nd from fines 
and forfeitu res, adn allocations 
from state agencies, amou nting in 
all to $15,861.61, the Lagu na tax­ 
payers contribu ted only, by direct 
taxation, $6,238.39 to the u pkeep 
of the police force, an inqu iry at 
the city clerk’s office disclosed.

rope and Asia by

tele­ 
phone—where, if need be, I can 
be back at my desk in the space 
of a very few hou rs. And in ad­ 
dition, the splendid work of the 
new defense machinery will re­ 
qu ire me to spend vastly more 
time in conterence with the re­ 
sponsible 
administrative 
heads 
u nder me. 
Finally , the added task which 
the present crisis has 
imposed 
u pon* the Congress, 
compelling 
them to forego their u su al ad­ 
jou rnment, calls for constant co­ 
operation between the execu tive 
and legislative branches, to 
the 
efficiency of which I am glad 
now to pay tribu te. 
I do expect, of cou rse, du ring 
the coming months to mak e my 
u su al periodic reports 
to 
the 
cou ntry throu gh the mediu m of 
press 
conferences 
and 
radio 
talk s. 
I shall 
not 
have 
the 
time or the inclination to en­ 
gage in pu rely political debate. 
Ready to Answer 
Political Charges 
Bu t I shall never be loath to 
call the attention of the nation 
to deliberate or u nwitting falsi­ 
fications of fact, which are some­ 
times made by political candi­ 
dates. 
I have spok en to y ou in a 
very inform al and personal way . 
The exigencies of the day re­ 
qu ire, however, tha t I also talk 
with y ou 
abou t 
things which 
trenscend any personality and 
go deeply to the roots of Ameri­ 
can civilization. 
O u r lives have been based on 
those fu ndam ental freedoms and 
liberties 
which 
we 
Americans 
have 
cherished for a centu ry 
and a half. 
The establishment 
of them and the preservation of 
them in each su cceeding genera­ 
tion 
have 
been 
accomplished 
throu gh the processes of free 
elective government—the demo­ 
cratic-repu blican form, based on 
the representative sy stem a n d 
the co-ordination of the execu ­ 
tive, the legislative and the ju ­ 
dicial branches. 
The task of safegu arding ou r 
institu tions seems to me to be 
twofold. 
One m u st be accom­ 
plished, if it becomes necessary , 
by the armed defense forces of 
the nation. 
The other, by the 
u nited effort of the men and 
women of the cou ntry , to mak e 
ou r Federal and State and local 
governments responsive to the 
growing requ irem ents of modern 
democracy . 
There have been occasions as 
we rem em ber when reactions in 
the march of democracy have 
set in and forward-look ing prog­ 
ress has seemed to stop. 
Bu t su ch periods have been 
followed by liberal and progres­ 
sive times which have enabled 
the nation to catch u p with new 
developments in fu lfilling new 
hu man needs. 
Su ch a time has been the past 
seven y ears. 
Becau se we have 
seemed to lag in previou s y ears, 
we have had to develop, speedily 
and efficiently , the answers to 
aspirations 
which 
had 
come 
from every state and every fam ­ 
ily in the land. 
Constantly Growing 
Sense of Decency 
We have sometimes called it 
social legislation; we have some­ 
times called it legislation to end 
abu ses of the past; we have some­ 
times called it legislation for hu ­ 
man secu rity , and we have some­ 
times called it legislation to bet­ 
ter the condition of life of the 
many millions of ou r fellow citi­ 
zen who cou ld not have the es­ 
sentials of life or hope for an 
American standard of living. 
Some of u s have labeled it a 
wider and more equ itable distri­ 
bu tion of w ealth in ou r land. It 
has inclu ded among its aims, to 
liberalize and broaden the con­ 
trol of vast indu stries—lodged 
today in the hands of a relative­ 
ly small grou p of individu als of 
very great financial power. 
Bu t all of these definitions and 
labels are essentially the expres­ 
sion of one consistent thou ght. 
They 
represent 
a constantly 
growing sense of hu m an decency 
—huma n thro ug hput o ur na tio n. 


W ar Against Poverty 
and Insecu rity 
This sense of hu man decency 
is happily confined to no grou p 
or class. You find it in the hu m­ 
blest home. 
You find it among 
those who toil and among the 
shopk eepers and the farm ers of 
the nation. 
You find it, to a 
growing degree, even among those 
who are listed in that top grou p 
which has so mu ch control over 
the indu strial and financial stru ct­ 
u re of the nation. 
Therefore, this u rge of hu man­ 
ity can by no means be labeled 
a w ar of class against class. It is 
rather a w ar against poverty and 
su ffering and ill-health and inse­ 
cu rity , a w ar in which all classes 
are joining in the interest of a 
sou nd and endu ring democracy . 
I do not believe for a moment 
and I k now y ou do not. believe 
either that we have fu lly an­ 
swered all the needs of hu man 
secu rity , bu t we have covered 
mu ch of the road. 
I need not catalogu e the mile­ 
stones of seven y ears. 
For every 
individu al and every family in 
the whole land k nows that the 
average of their personal lives 
has been made safer and sou nder 
and happier than it has ever been 
before. I do not think they want 
the gains in these directions to 
be repealed or even to be placed 
in the charge of those who wou ld 
give them mere lip service with 
no heart service. 
Yes, very mu ch more remains 
to be done, and I think the vot­ 
ers w ant the task entru sted to 
those 
who 
believe 
that 
the 
words “hu man betterm ent’' apply 
to poor and rich alik e. 
And I have a sneak ing su s­ 
picion, too, that voters will smile 
a t charges of ineffiency against 
a government which has boldly 
met the enormou s problems of 
bank ing, and finance and indu s­ 
try 
which 
the 
great 
efficient 
bank ers and indu strialists of the 
Repu blican party left in su ch hope­ 
less chaos in the famou s y ear 1933. 
Bu t we all k now that ou r prog­ 
ress at home and in the other 
American nations—and ou r sister 
nations—toward this realization of 
a better hu man decency —progress 
along free lines—is gravely en­ 
dangered by what is happening on 
other continents. 
In 
Eu rope, 
many 
nations, 
throu gh dictatorships or invasions, 
have been compelled to abandon 
normal democratic processes. They 
have been 
compelled to adopt 
forms of government which some 
call “new and efficient.” 
They are not new; they are 
only a relapse—a relapse into an­ 
cient history . 
The omnipotent 
ru lers of the greater part of mod­ 
ern Eu rope have gu aranteed ef­ 
ficiency , and work , and a ty pe 
of secu rity . 
Ty ranny Oldest Ru le 
Known to History 
Bu t the slaves who bu ilt the 
Py ramids for the glory of the 
Pharaohs of Egy pt had that k ind 
of secu rity , that k ind of effi­ 
ciency , that k ind of corporative 


So did the inhabitants of that 
world which extended from B rit­ 
ain to Persia u nder the u ndispu t­ 
ed ru le of the proconsu ls sent 
from Rome. 
* 
So 
did 
the 
henchmen, 
the 
tradesmen, the mercenaries and 
the slaves of the feu dal sy stem 
which 
dominated 
Eu rope 
1000 
y ears ago. 
So did the people of those 
nations of Eu rope who received 
their k ings and their government 
a t the whim of the conqu ering 
Napoleon. 
W hatever its new trappings and 
new slogans, ty ranny is the old­ 
est and most 
discredited 
ru le 
k nown to history ana whenever 
ty ranny has replaced 
a 
more 
hu man form of government it 
has been du e more to 
internal 
cau ses than external. Democracy 
can thrive only when it enlists 
the devotion of those whom Lin­ 
coln called the common people. 
It can hold that devotion only 
when it adequ ately respects their 
dignity by so ordering society as 
to assu re to the masses of m« ?n 
and women reasonable 
secu rity 
and hope for themselves and for 
their children. 
We in 
ou r 
democracy , a nd 
tho se who liv e in still unco n-

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NEW YORK—(UP) — Eddie

before Wednesday night’s fight in

John J. Phelan, chairman of 
the commission, was 
in 
Arm­ 
strong’s dressing room before the 
fight. He was informed there was 
a p riv ate agreement which allow­ 
ed Armstrong and Jenkins to use 
more bandages on their hands 
than the rules p ermit. 
Ap p arently 
Phelan 
ordered 
Mead to take the bandages off 
so they could be measured and 
Mead refused to do so. 
All p ersons connected with the 
fight were summoned before the 
commission today and Armstrong’s 
and Jenkins’ p urses were held 
up . 
Mead, coming out of a p riv ate 
meeting of the commission, said 
Armstrong’s p urse of $ 25,404.48 
had been released by the com­ 
mission after Armstrong agreed 
to make the next defense of his 
welterweight 
champ ionship 
in 
New York. Armstrong was told 
that he must p ost a $ 2000 for­ 
feit to guarantee he would go

"Although Florida oranges are 
not found in the retail m arkets 
of California, citrus competition 
from the southern state is felt in 
California through 
canned 
pro­ 
ducts,” said 
General 
Manager 
Paul S. Armstrong at the weekly 
meeting of the Sunkist coopera­ 
tive today. 
“The United States department 
of agriculture informs us 
that 
during the month of June a total 
of 1,361 tons of 
canned 
citrus 
was shipped from Florida to the 
five principal distribution centers 
on the Pacific Coast. This canned 
citrus, 
mostly 
grapefruit 
and 
grapefruit juice, 
represents 
ap­ 
prox imately 2,500 tons of fresh 
fruit.” 
The Federal report 
indicated 
that 299 tons of canned 
Florida 
citrus reached Los 
Angeles 
in 
June, and 372 tons were shipped 
to San Francisco. Pacific north­ 
west cities received the greater

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WAR CLOITDS OVER THE PACIFIC 
Not ev en ov er the u npredictable Balkans are 
the clou ds of war more threatening or more im­ 
penetrable than ov er the far flu ng Pacific areas. 
A dozen interests clash. 
Japan makes g estu res 
toward seizing the Far East concessions of fallen 
France and war-harassed Britain—and g rows su d­ 
denly bold, at least in tru cu lent words, toward the 
United States. The Filipinos (so recently demand­ 
ing that the Americans g rant them independence 
and clear ou t) now g reet American blu ejackets 
with enthu siasm, au d u rg e the U. S. to protect 
Du tch and French possessions lest Japan u se them 
a s bases for conqu est of the Philippines. 
Vet ev en mare perilou s than the complex con­ 
flicts in interest is the dang er that some u nfore­ 
seen spark may set off a war that no one really 
wants. The cu nning Japanese wou ld hardly dare 
g o fu rther than diplomatic blu ff and blu ster 
ag ainst the rapidly rearming United States. Bu t 
face-sav ing is cu riou sly important to the Oriental 
mind—and a spontaneou s ou tbu rst 
of 
shooting 
mig ht follow at any time su ch an instance as 
that of last week, when the U. S. Marines clapped 
some Japanese plainclothes army dicks in jail. 
The Japanese admitted their 
detectiv es 
were 
wrong in the m atter—bu t their tempers flared be­ 
cau se, in their v iew, their army had been “in­ 
su lted”. Ov er su ch an incident, triv ial in itself, 
an ex plosion mig ht come. 
The war clou ds are 
there; and whether they will prov e ev entu ally to 
hav e silv er lining s of peace—or su ddenly flash 
with lig htning , neither diplomat nor soldier knows.

OUR BILLION-DOLLAR TAX BILL 
The tax bill that California citizens mu st pay 
for this y ear of 1940 will amou nt, in rou nd nu m­ 
bers, to one billion dollars! 
Ju st now, of cou rse, defense tax es are being 
paid ev ery day , and willing ly on cig arets, g aso­ 
line, bev erag es, tires, au tomobiles, amu sements, 
and so on. 
BUT— 
California’s new' defense tax es, estimated at 
$69,000,000 for the y ear, are bu t a minor fraction 
of that incredible billion. 
Before a penny of defense tax es was lev ied, Cal­ 
ifornians were already du e to pay for this y ear to 
local, state and federal tax g atherers the su m of 
$920,000,000. Before a penny was added for re­ 
armament, California’s tax bill for 1940 was set 
a t approx imately $131 for ev ery sing le one of her 
sev en million citizens—for each man, woman, 
school child and baby ! Amou nted to $655 for each 
family of fiv e persons! That 1940 tax bill for Cali­ 
fornia—before a penny of defense tax es is added— 
is fifty per cent g reater than the total tax re­ 
ceipts of the United States Gov ernment for 1915, 
only 25 y ears ag o! It is g reater by $330,000,000 
than the total cash income of all California farm­ 
ers for 1938 ! 
It is not the cost of national defense that is 
g iv ing concern to economists and thinking citi­ 
zens g enerally . 
The price of national secu rity 
throu g h armaments ag ainst dang ers from with­ 
ou t will be g ladly and patriotically paid, whatev er 
its amou nt may be. Bu t the colossal and g rowing 
tax ex actions, treasu ry deficits, and bu siness stag ­ 
nation that so-called “normal” pu blic spending 
has piled u p the last decade and continu es to pile 
u p, are a menace from within to the economic se­ 
cu rity and liv ing standards of the nation. 
Cali­ 
fornia’s billion-dollar tax bill shou ld be a m atter 
of personal concern to ev ery Californian who earns 
a liv ing throu g h job or bu siness. For from su ch 
earning s, and from no other sou rce, that billion- 
dollar tax bill mu st be paid.

ANS WERING A COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
DEFENDER 
A contribu tor comments on my inqu iry as to 
whether collectiv e barg aining can be consistent 
and rational. 
He say s, “collectiv e barg aining is 
Christian” and qu otes “where no cou nsel is, the 
people fall; bu t in the mu ltitu de of cou nsellors 
there is safety .” 
This condemns collectiv e barg aining , if any ­ 
thing in the world does, becau se collectiv e bar­ 
g aining ex clu des the cu stomers and limits the 
nu mber that dare enter the conference and ex 
press an opinion that they are willing to back u p 
The contribu tor, it seems log ical to conclu de, 
is either “walking in his sleep,” when he makes 
this statement, or is deliberately try ing to be­ 
clou d the real effects of collectiv e barg aining . 
When the contribu tor contends that limiting ap­ 
prentices cou ld not mean limiting those who dare 
join the u nion, he is admitting that there has to 
be some chicanery or some contradition of u nion 
ru les if it does not limit those who dare join. 
To claim otherwise, is to deny simple addition. 
To limit means to prev ent from being added to. 
It is strang e how defenders of collectiv e barg ain­ 
ing will try to misu se Eng lish words. 
The contribu tor say s limiting apprentices is a 
u niv ersal safety -first measu re practiced by ev ­ 
ery body who bu y s a serv ice. 
I know of no one who believ es in the law of 
equ al freedom who bu y s a serv ice who attempts 
to arbitrarily limit those who dare learn. The 
only thing the honest bu y er of labor is interest 
ed in, in the long ru n, is the cost per u nit of 
serv ice. And if he only has a certain amou nt of 
work that can be done by people of inex perience, 
this is the only limit that an honest employ er 
wilfu lly places on apprentices. 
The defender fails to realize that ev ery ad­ 
v antag e redu cing the cost, willy -nilly , is passed 
on to the cu stomer. This inclu des labor cost as 
well as tools and capital. 
So the cu stomer is 
benefitted when the employ er bu y s his labor im­ 
partially withou t fav oritism or a conspiracy to 
rob his cu stomers which he does when he enters 
into a conspiracy to limit those who dare learn 
to do the serv ice he is su pply ing to the cu s­ 
tomers. 
The contribu tor say s, it is g rossly improper 
to ask the qu estion whether if one g rou p of work­ 
ers has a rig ht to set minimu m wag es and limit 
those who dare join their org anization and par­ 
ticipate in the work is fair, wou ld it not be fair 
for all g rou ps to hav e the same rig ht. 
He contends that it insinu ates a rig ht which 
does not ex ist in any g rou p of workers. 
Bu t here he denies what he repeatedly affirms— 
that the g rou ps do hav e a rig ht to enter into a 
conspiracy to limit those who dare learn. 
He say s the g rou p can refu se to work, bu t it 
cannot compel any body to hire them. 
He ev idently does not u nderstand the Wag ner 
Law—that it does not permit the employ er to 
hire other workers in preference to u nion work­ 
ers. And if he has capital and wants to preserv e 
it, or make it g row, he, of necessity , has to hire 
some workers; and if the law makes it illeg al to 
g iv e preference to workers who believ e in free 
enterprise, then, of necessity , he is oblig ed to hire 
those who limit apprentices and restrict produ c­ 
tion. 
The contribu tor say s that it wou ld be a monop­ 
olistic Utopia if all g rou ps established minimu m 
wag es and limited the nu mber who dare work. 
It shows that he does not believ e in the law of 
equ al freedom bu t in the law of seniority , or the 
caste sy stem; and ev en in compu lsion, becau se he 
say s that if all belong ed to some u nion, instead 
of ex clu ding any body from the rig ht to work, 
it wou ld be obv iou s that they wou ld COMPEL a 
fair div ision, etc. 
We note that the contribu tor has to u se the 
word “COMPEL”, which is, of cou rse, coercion, 
as opposed to v olu ntary , free choice of workers.

“S HORT OF W AR” 
The term “short of war” is one of the most 
dang erou s ex pressions ev er u sed. It leads people 
to believ e there is su ch a thing as the g ov ernment 
taking sides in war and not really entering war. 
Bu t nations in war do not reg ard a nation neu ­ 
tral when it su pplies war materials to its enemy . 
International law recog nizes that priv ate indi­ 
v idu als hav e the rig ht to su pply warring nations, 
bu t when the g ov ernment does it, it is an act of 
war. And an act of war is the same as being in 
war. Of cou rse, sometimes the nation that is at 
war does not do any thing for the moment be­ 
cau se it has its hands too fu ll. 
When Eng land permitted ships to be sold to ou r 
enemies, we collected damag es from them later. 
This “short of war” is a political slog an u sed 
to beclou d the issu e and g et v otes for an adminis­ 
tration that is doing thing s that are bou nd to lead 
u s into war. It is a most dang erou s slog an.

CHICAGO—There 
was 
only 
one other person present when 
the President heard the first 
speech made at the conv ention 
nominating him 
for 
a 
third 
term. 
The v isitor was Mrs. Hattie 
Caraway , Arkansas’ witty , moth­ 
erly U. S. Senator, who entered 
his White Hou se office for a 
conference ju st as May or Ed 
Kelly was starting his address 
of welcome. 
In this, Kelly de­ 
clared that he knew Roosev elt 
did not want to ru n, bu t that 
he shou ld be drafted any way . 
The President was g etting the 
speech from a small portable 
radio on his 
desk. 
As 
Mrs 
Caraway entered he g reeted her 
with a smile, 
motioned to 
a 
chair and toned down the radio. 
From then on he listened in 
g rav e silence. 
When Kelly de­ 
clared that Roosev elt had to be 
drafted to “sav e the heart of 
hu manity ,” the President’s face 
became solemn. 
Then as Kelly 
continu ed, Roosev elt seemed to 
sink deeper and deeper into him­ 
self. 
Once or twice he g lanced at 
Mrs. Caraway , bu t his face was 
inscru table. 
It was impossible 
to tell what he was thinking . 
Bu t as Kelly drew to a close, 
the President’s mood lifted and 
when the Chicag o may or fin­ 
ished, Roosev elt smiled, 
threw 
back his head and said, “Well, 
the May or is g etting to be qu ite 
an orator.” 
That was all. 
Mrs. Caraway 
asked no qu estions abou t the 
conv ention ar,l the President v ol­ 
u nteered nothing . 
NOTE—The day the conv en­ 
tion opened, Mrs. Roosev elt told 
an old friend that she was recon­ 
ciled to the President ru nning 
ag ain. 
“ If he has to do it,” 
she said, “then there is noth­ 
ing else to do. I know he doesn’t 
want to ru n, bu t there seems to 
be no alternativ e.” 
White Hou se Pipe-Line 
From the moment Harry Hop­ 
kins landed here last week and 
that open wire was set u p be­ 
tween his su ite 308 -10 in 
the 
Blackstone Hotel and the White 
Hou se, the President has been 
minu tely informed of ev ery thing 
that has happened. 
From early 
morning u ntil late at nig ht the 
wire has bu zzed with reports to 
Washing ton. 
Roosev elt leaders 
hav e 
kept 
him informed of what was be­ 
ing said and ru mored in the ho­ 
tel lobbies. 
It’s not an ex ag ­ 
g eration to say that the Presi­ 
dent, a thou sand miles from the 
conv ention, probably knows more 
abou t it than 99.9 per cent of 
those here oh the g rou nd. 
And some of the politicos are 
in for a shock when they learn 
that certain cracks they thou g ht 
they were 
making in priv ate 
are tu cked away in Roosev elt’s 
retentiv e * memory . 
Whatev er 
else the third-term org anization 
may hav e lacked, it was g ood 


reg ard for the intellig ence of 
the American people. 
Yes, it has its adv antag es. 
It 
is a liv ing lesson in the dictator­ 
ial Naziesqu e dang er of leav ing 
one party in office too long with 
powers too g reat and opposition 
too weak. 
There is material in 
what was said and done here 
for a half dozen dev astating op­ 
position attacks. 
There i< in 
that opposition a g ent who is 
amply able to make them. 
For that reason—“God’s in His 
heav ea, 
all’s 
well 
with 
the 
world.” There was little of the 
democracy of free speech and 
choice in the Democratic con­ 
v ention. There will be plenty in 
the election.

“Can 
collectiv e barg aining be 
consistent and rational?” 
Yes, absolu tely ! 
Labor 
and 
manag ement are interdependent 
partners. 
It is 
irrational 
for 
either g rou p to remain silent 
partners. 
Collectiv e barg aining 
is also the Christian way , we 
read: “Where no cou nsel is the 
people fall: bu t in the mu ltitu de 
of cou nsellors there is safety .” 
We know from ex perience that 
the precept is u nqu estionable. 
“Cou ld 
limiting 
apprentices 
by a u nion mean limiting those 
who dare join a u nion ? Of cou rse 
the only rational answer is y es.” 
The only correct answer is no. 
Those who dare join a u nion find 
a way to do so, and in the find­ 
ing promote the g eneral welfare. 
Ev en the imag inary is an insu r­ 
mou ntable obstacle to those who 
do not dare. 
Limiting apprentices is a u ni­ 
v ersal safety -first measu re prac­ 
ticed by ev ery body who bu y s a 
serv ice. It is mandatory in prac­ 
tically all contracts dependent on 
hired labor. 
The u nions know 
from ex perience that they mu st 
limit apprentices to a minor pro­ 
portion of its members or the 
chiseling employ er will at once 
rev erse the proportion to sav e 
money , ev en at the ex pense of the 
pu blic’s safety . 
Nobody shou ld be compelled to 
teach their competitors to com­ 
pete with them. Indu stry will not 
teach apprentices if it can av oid 
it. 
The fact that u nions permit 
a reasonable proportion of ap­ 
prentices 
to learn their bu si­ 
ness is hig hly praiseworthy , and 
shows that they hav e a keener 
sense of their social du ties than 
the rest of u s. 
“If one g rou p of workers has 
a rig ht to set minimu m wag es, 
and limit those who dare join 
their org anization and partici­ 
pate in the work is fair, wou ld it 
not be fair for all g rou ps to hav e 
the same rig ht?” 
Yes that is indispu table. Bu t 
the qu estion is g rossly improper. 
It insinu ates a rig ht which does 
not ex ist in any one g rou p of 
workers. A g rou p can refu se to 
work bu t it cannot compel any ­ 
body to hire it. 
“If all g rou ps establish mini­ 
mu m wag es and limited the nu m­ 
ber who dare work, wou ld there 
not tend to be people ex clu ded 
from the rig ht to work at any 
line of work if all work were 
done by org anized g rou ps? The 
only rational answer of cou rse 
wou ld be y es.” 
Natu rally , any body who can 
imag ine a monopolistic Utopia 
like that, and believ e it possible 
is blind to reason from fear of 
their own fancy . It is perfectly 
clear that ‘If all work were done 
by org anized g rou ps” that they 
wou ld constitu te a v oting ma­ 
jority , and be in complete con­ 
trol of the g ov ernment. 
Then 
instead of ex clu ding 
any body 
from the rig ht to work it is ob­ 
v iou s that they wou ld compel a 
fair div ision of the work that had 
to be done to promote their wel­ 
fare. 
Labor u nions like 
all other 
pressu re g rou ps are the resu lt 
of mismanag ement. 
If indu stry 
cannot or will not promote the 
g eneral welfare, the 
Cong ress 
will take ov er the manag ement 


as far as requ ired. 
When we 
cu re 
mismanag ement 
pressu re 
g rou ps will natu rally 
become 
su perflu ou s and cease to ex ist 
for lack of an incentiv e.

EAGLE OR OYSTER?

"We are a part o f all that we hav e 
met.” Ev ery o rg anism is a pro duct 
o f its past and ex periences. A few 
unusual indiv iduals may rise abo v e 
their env iro n- 
m e n t a n d 
chang e the en­ 
v iro nment fo r 
th e w h o l e 
mass, but the 
rank and file 
o f the peo ple 
a r e 
preenv i- 
n e n 1 1 y the 
pro d u cts o f 
their env iro n- 
m e n t. Pro g ­ 
ress is depen­ 
dent 
o n 
the 
ability o f the 
few 
unusual 
l e a d e r s 
to chang e the 
env iro nment o f 
the masses and 
thereby chang e their o bjectiv es. Re­ 
tro g ressio n and decay likewise are 
due to a deterio ratio n in the en­ 
v iro nment bro ug ht abo ut by false 
pro phets and fake refo rmers. The 
character and strug g le and inde­ 
pendence o f a natio n are measured 
by the character and strug g le and 
independence o f the citizens that 
make up the natio n. 
The American eag le Is v ery much 
unlike the o y ster. They are pro d­ 
ucts o f env iro nment radically dif­ 
ferent. 
When 
Go d 
created 
the 
eag le he pitched him o ut and said 
to him, “ Old fello w, y o u are free; 
hence y o u must be independent and 
take care o f y o urself. Independence 
is essential to y o ur freedo m. It is 
the price y o u must pay fo r the g reat 
priv ileg e o f freedo m. Yo u can’t seek 
special aid fro m any o utside so urce. 
Do n’t lo o k to Co ng ress, do n't lo o k 
to the g o v ernment, do n’t lo o k to so ­ 
ciety , o r the WPA, o r the CCC, o r 
to o ld ag e pensio ns—take care o f 
y o urself!“ 
The eag le has been true to his 
destiny . His life has been o ne hard 
co ntinuo us strug g le, but he has tak­ 
en care o f himself. He has defended, 
pro tected, and preserv ed his free­ 
do m and his independence. He has 
paid the price o f American citizen­ 
ship His ro ad has been ro ug h. He 
has g o ufl fo r day s witho ut fo o d. He 
has been “ ill fed, 111 clo thed, and ill 
sheltered." But he has pro tected his 
independence. When the co ld winter 
mo nth« co me, he canno t repair to a 


mo dern steamheated apartment with 
all mo dern co nv eniences furnished 
by a benev o lent g o v ernment. 
No , the eag le, free and independ­ 
ent, must sit alo ne o n the limb o f a 
fo rest tree thro ug h the lo ng ho urs 
o f the winter nig ht, and fig ht the 
rain and sno w and sleet and freez­ 
ing winds. It is this that makes him. 
an eag le and qualifies him to sit 
abo v e the stars and stripes as the 
interpreter o f the co nstitutio nal the­ 
o ry o f American citizenship. It waa 
an army o f eag les under the co m­ 
mand o f Washing to n at Valley Fo rg e; 
it w?s a small army o f mo untain 
eag les that g ained the g reat v icto ry 
o f King s Mo untain; it was an army 
o f eag les that fo ug ht under Jackso n 
at New Orleans; it was a band o f 
American eag les that died as im­ 
mo rtal hero es at the battle o f the 
Alamo . 
The o y ster repudiates the Ameri­ 
can theo ry o f freedo m and inde­ 
pendence. The o y ster is a co mmu­ 
nist. He do esn’t believ e in freedo m 
and independence fo r the indiv idual. 
He believ es that hard strug g le is 
bad, that wo rk is a misfo rtune and 
sho uld be eliminated as rapidly as 
po ssible, that “ so ciety ” sho uld take 
care o f the indiv idual In sickness 
and in health, and pro v ide To r him 
an env iro nment that will enable him 
to liv e in ease, co mfo rt, and lux ury 
with a minimum o f wo rk. The Lo rd 
takes care o f the o y ster. He builds 
a stro ng , adequate, lux urio us ho use 
fo r each o y ster, and g iv es it to him 
witho ut mo ney and witho ut price. 
There is no ho using pro blem amo ng 
the o y sters. No o y ster is ill ho used, 
no r ill fed, no r ill clo thed. Ev ery 
o y ster has a separate apartment that 
is artistically deco rated, and fur­ 
nished with all Tennessee Valley ap­ 
pliances witho ut any co st to the 
o y ster. He has no unemplo y ment 
pro blem. His children are all cared 
fo r and educated by the g o v ernment. 
He has perfect so cial security . He la 
supplied with ev ery co nditio n o f tho 
abundant life by a new deal g o v ern­ 
ment, and has no thing to do but to 
rest, and sleep, and dream, and im­ 
pro v e his mind. This is the reaso n 
that he has no mind, that he is mo ra 
dead than aliv e, that he is utterly 
hei',,',ss. This is the reaso n that ha 
is it, o y ster.
